Most people think res are 
crazy. Most people would never 
consider doing what these spe- 
cialists regard as fun. But, 
then most people have better 
things to do than chase torna- 
does across the plains of mid- 
dle América. 

Yet, that is exactly what hap- 
pens each spring in Texas and 
Oklahoma as hundreds of 
researchers; scientists and the 
very curious hunt for one of 
Nature's most violent cre- 
ations. 

Brian Wright is a storm chas- 
er. He spent the spring of 1994 
pursuing thunderstorms, 
squall lines and’ tornadoes in 

` the Plains. Yet, Brian didn't 
bring a camera or any weather 
equipment to record his meteo- 
"rological adventures. Instead, 
he carried a tape recorder. 


Brian;is a sound engineer 
from Hollywood. You can usu- 
ally find him recording the 
sounds of actors on à movie or 
television set. If you saw the 
movie D2: The Mighty Ducks, 
you heard Brian's work. 

So, what was this guy from 
the "left coast" doing in Ameri- 
ca's heartland with a tape 
recorder in the middle of a 
thunderstorm? He was there 
working on his newest CD. 

It is called, appropriately 
enough, Thunderstorms. A 60- 
minute compact disk contain- 


- ing track after track of, you 


guessed it, storms. 

From the soothing pitter-pat- 
ter of tiny raindrops to the 
frightening crackle of lightning 
to the ominous rumble of dis- 
tant thunder, this CD covers 
all the bases. You can listen to 
the pounding of a driving 
downpour, the drumbeat of 
shifting winds along with 23 
tracks of individual lightning 
strikes. 

Recording all of these sounds 
was quite a challenge even for 
someone as experienced and 
gifted as Brian. Most of his 
work in TV and the movies is 
in a controlled environment 
like a large studio. To record 
his Thunderstorm CD, Brian

was working in an environ- » 


ment that was definitely out of 
control. - 
+ Safety was his first priority: 


Brian did most of his wark in | 


his car placing his recording 
equipment in the passenger 
seat. His best recordings came 
at night. 

The thunderstorms weren't 
as violent in the evening and 
there were fewer people 
around, too. This was one time 
he didn't want to record the 
sounds of civilization. 

What he wanted on audio 
tape was the sound of Nature 
throwing a tantrum. The boom 
of thunder and the crack of 
lightning. That was a no-brain- 
er when he parked his car in 
the middle of a Oklahoma "frog 
strangler". 

Yet recording a developing 
storm or a squall-line moving 
away from his very sensitive 
microphones was a bit more 
difficult. He solved the problem 
by parking at an abandoned 
airport outside of Kansas City 
where he could record the 
sounds of a distant storm. 

Brian's CD includes pho- 
tographs of thunderstorms, 
lightning safety tips and an 
explanation of how lightning 
forms. Meteorologist: Richard 
Keen adds an informative com- 
mentary. 

Thunderstorm is-made by 
Rykodisk, a Salem, Mas- 
sachusetts-based label that 
also has produced the sounds 
of a Brazilian rain forest and a 
beach in Hawaii. These envi- 
ronmental recordings are popu- 
lar background sounds for 
reading, working or even 
falling asleep. 

Brian's work will not put you 
to sleep. Chances-are, however, 
that his CD may not be too 
popular around here. Consider- 
ing how wet it's been lately, the 
last thing most of us would 
want to do is listen to a thun- 
derstorm.

Farm program opponents 
resort to lies and distortions

How about a farm program that doesn't cost 
the taxpayers a penny, puts millions back into 
the'U.S. Treasury, protects American farmers 
from unfair subsidized foreign competition, and 
keeps consumer prices low? 

It's not fanciful. It already exists. But because 
of a very successful campaign of disinformation, 
it's threatened with elimination. 

This ideal program is the federal governmen- 
t's sugar program. It's a loan program, not a 
subsidy. The loans are repaid each year with 
interest. It doesn't cost the taxpayers a cent. In

If Congress is looking for a'successful farm 


. program that's undergone significant belt tight: 


ening over the years, then this is it. While the 
marketing assessment and other costs for sugar 
farmers have increased, the loan rate, set 10 
years ago at 18 cents per pound, is the same 
today; albeit eroded by inflation, meaning it's 
worth a third less today than it. was in 1985. 
This affects thousands of farmers who grow 
beet and cane sugar in 15 states. These include 
farms with as féw as 100 acres in sugar beet or 
thousands of acres of cane; individual family 
farms and, of coürse,-corporate farris. But even 
the nation's largest sugarcane producer, for 
example, is owned by its employees, more than 


"2,000 individual farmer-owners working togeth- 


er-in.a single efficient operation. 

The government sugar program also affects 
the tens of thousands of farmers growing corn 
that is used to produce corn sweeteners. In all, 
the American sugar and sweetener industry is 
responsible for nearly 420, 000 jobs in 42 states, 
where it has an conan impact in excess of 
$26 billion. 

In the process it has ы that American 


consumers pay less for sugar than consumers in - 


virtually every industrialized country in the 
world. Less than the CES UD the French and 
the Germans. 

So, you may wonder, if it' s not costing the gov- 
ernment and it's working to keep food prices low 
and create. good jobs, why is it endangered? 

Because ideological free-traders who think the 


path to free-trade is to eliminate America's - 


trade protection first, and then hope our foreign 
competitors follow, have joined together with 
unlikely allies. 

These include consumer advocates who believe 
that if farmers are earning a living consumers 
must be paying for it; environmentalists who 
don't recognize the importance of growing food 
in this country and forget that farmers were the 
ра- 


the expense of farmers and consumers alike. 
To achieve their goal they have successfully 


spread misinformation - suggesting, for 


instance, that the sugar program should be cut 
to help reduce the federal budget deficit even 
though they know it's not a budget expense and 
it's elimination would, increase the deficit, not 
reduce it. ' 

They've claimed Americans pay higher food 
costs, when the cost of food tthe average Amer- 
ican has dropped front 10 percent to 8 percent оќ 
disposable income in the last 10 years. They 
even rolléd out the bureaucrats of the General 
Accounting Office to produce figures to support 
their preconceived conclusions. 

First the GAO announced that the sugar pro- 
gram costs consumers $1.4 billion per year in 
higher food costs. Then it calculated that tax- 
payers are paying $60 million extra for the food 


fact, for the past 10 years suga ers have 
been paying a marketing assessment that now i illi 
contributes $30 million annually to далаа government buys. * 


To come up with these figures the GAO 
assumes that the United States, опе оЁ the 
largest users of sugar in the world, could buy all 
its sugar in the world market without driving 
up prices. It also assumed that the giant food 
companies would pass’ along any savings from 
lower sugar prices. But history and market real- 
ities have shown both these assumptions to be 
false. y 

First, despite the wishes of the GAO, there is 
no free world market in sugar. Today, 110 
nations produce sugar, and nearly all protect 
their sugar industries with various barriers to 
freetradé. — * 

Taxpayers in Europe pay their farmers more 
than 30 cents per pound to grow sugar. The 
result is a huge surplus.that is dumped into the 
world market to fetch whatever price it can get,' 
recently less than 14 cents per pound, a fraction 
of what it costs the Europeans to produce it. 
That's usually called dumping. 

The GAO also didn't notice that even with 
lower sugar prices the,giant food companies nev- 
er give consumers*a break. The government's 
own Department of Agriculture and the Depart- 


ment of Labor Statistics data show that while
